On September 22 and 
28 the Russians made sorties sgatnst 
positions held by the Kanagawa regi- 
ment and desperate fighting ensued 
The Jspanese force was practically an 
nlhtlated, only one non- commissioned 
officer and 11 men remaining alive out 
of the 4,000 who went Into the engage- 
ment. 

"The Japanese tunnel Into Port Ar- 
thur waa completed on September 24 
and was Immediately uaed. The re- 
sult Is unknown." 

Mukden. Oct. 4 — The situation here 
Is unchanged. The Japanese are ac- 
tive west of Mukden. Tbe Russian 
cavalry forces are strong In thst direc- 
tion, their horses sre In splendid con- 
dition and the roads are good. The 
Japanese are alao active eastward and 
have been reinforced. 

London. OcL 4 — Explaining the de- 
tails of tbe new Japanese military reg- 
ulation*, the Time* correspondent at 
Toklo say* It will ultimately make the 
total war strength of the army exceed 
1,000.000. 

8t. Fetoraburg. Oat 4 — The war 
cotnmlaslon adjourned Monday night 
without Issuing further news from the 
front. A press dispatch from Mukden, 
filed there at 10:80 o'clock Monday 
night slates that all Is quiet there 
There Is Intense Interest here In de- 
velopments at Mukden, but the public 
and apparently the authorities also ar« 
utterly in tho dark as to what Is trans 
ptrlng The little news received from 
Port Arthur comes from abroad, but 
little !s satisfactory, Inasmuch as It 
records a further repulse of the Jap 
ancce attacks.

The commission baa ap- 
proved the request of the Pennsylva- 
nia Vlcksburg park commission to 
place Its monument on a tract of land 
adjoining the general grant reset 
tlon on the north, the land embracing 
2 59 acres to be purchased by the 
Pennsylvania commission and deeded 
to the United States. An estimate of 
$150,000 Is made for the necessary ex- 
penses by the commission at the next 
fiscal year and It Is suggested that the 
appropriation be made Immediately 
available to meet exlatlng conditions.
